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IFAN HARLOW ELOPES 
TO YUMA AND WEDS 


Bride of Movie Camera Man, 
Her No. 3, in 4:30 A. M, 
Ceremony by J. P.

YUMA, Ariz., Sept. 18.—Jean Har- 
low, platinum blonde movie actress, 
widow of Paul Bern, movie execu- 
tive who shot and killed himself a 
year ago (Sept.'5), eloped to Yuma 
from Hollywood by airplane early 
today with Harold G. Rosson, mov- 
jie camera man, and they were 
married at 4:36 a. m. by Justice of 
the Peace E. A. Freeman. 

They arrived here shortly before 
4 o'clock. In taking out a license, 
Miss Harlow gave her name as Har- 
lene Carpenter Bern and said she 
was 22 years old. Rosson is 38. 
After a wedding breakfast in a 
nearly deserted desert caie Rosson 
and his bride flew back to Los 
Angeles. 

Witnesses to the marriage were 
Allen Russell, pilot of the bridal 
plane, and John Redondo, manager 
of the Yuma airport. No one in 
Yuma knew in advance that the 
wedding was to take place here to- 
day. When the plane landed Ros- 
son had Redondo telephone to 
Donald Wisener, County Clerk, who 
issued the marriage license. 
This was Miss Harlow’s 
marriage. 

At the age of 16 she was married 
to Charles F. (Chuck) McGrew II, 
wealthy bond broker of Chicago. 
They separated a year later and 
she obtained a divorce in January, 
1931. 

She was married to Bern July 2, 
1932, the ceremony taking the 
movie colony by surprise. Less 
than three months later Bern shot 
and killed himself, leaving a note 
saying, “Unfortunately, this is the 
only way to make good the fright- 
ful wrong I have done you and to 
wipe out my abject: humiliation.” 
These words were never complete- 
ly explained, but after Bern's sui- 
cide a woman known sometimes as 
Dorothy Millette and sometimes as 
Mrs. Paul Bern, whom Bern had 
maintained at a hotel in New York, 
leaped from a steamboat to her 
death in the Sacramento River. 

At Yuma Miss Harlow noticed a 
run in one of her stockings and 
promptly yanked both of them off. 
She flew back here bare-legged.

junior. 

Luer, whose eyes were taped by 
the kidnapers as they took him 
away, could identify none of the 
six defendants on trial in the case 
as members of the kidnaping gang, 
but Mrs. Luer identified Percy 
Michael Fitzgerald, St. Louis ex- 
convict, and one of the defendants, 
as the kidnaper who knocked her 
down twice while his companions, 
@ man and a wuman, were over- 
powering her husband. 

First State Witness. 

Mrs. Luer was the first State’s 
witness in the trial in which State’s 
Attorney Geers intends to ask the 
death penalty. 

Active and mentally alert, she 
wore a dark blue georgette dress 
with a cream-colored collar, and a 
small black hat with a white band. 
She was born and reared in St. 
Louis, she said in distinctly German 
accents. She has been married 56 
years, lived in Alton 53 years. 

‘The night of the kidnaping, she 
continued, she and her husband 
were playing solitaire—two separate 
games—in their living room. No 
guests were expected and they 
planned to retire early.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt signed the code 
for the soft coal industry late to- 
day. 

Mr| Roosevelt promulgated his 
NRA working agreement with the 
long disordered bituminous indus- 
try within a few minutes after re- 
ceiving it from Hugh S. Johnson, 
the Industrial Adminisartor. 

Mr. Roosevelt received Johnson, 
Kenneth Simpson, a deputy admin- 
istrator, and Dold Richberg, the 
NRA counsel, in his study in the 
executive mansion. 

He went over the code carefully 
and as he affixed his signature 


congratulated the National Recov- 
ery Administration chieftains. 

Even as he signed the document, 
a new dispute was breaking out 
over the code, representatives of 
labor organizations objecting to the 
interpretation they argued the code 
placed upon the collective bargain- 
ing section of the recovery law. 

In taking the compact to the 
President, Hugh 8. Johnson, NRA 
administrator, acted without wait- 
ing for the reports of the labor and - 
consumer advisory boards of the 
NRA. 

The Labor oBard, which had ar- 
ranged to meet late this afternoon, 
was expected to voice a vigorous 
objection to inclusion in the code 
of a schedule that gave an inter- 
pretation of the clause in the 
agreement reserving to labor the 
right to organize without restraint.. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
a member of the Labor Advisory 
Board, said that, if Johnson did not 
remove the controverted interpre-. 
tation at their request, he would 
take the case to the White House. 
The operators affixed their signa- - 
tures Saturday night, and the code 
was approved today by the Indus- 
trial Advisory Bodfd, which speaks 
for business.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 18. — 
The State Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners entered into an agreement 
with the Central Missouri Trust Co. 
of Jefferson City today for financ- 
ing of nearly $1,250,000 in State gen- 
eral revenue payrolls and unemploy- 
ment relief for the remainder of 
the year until the now depleted 
general revenue fund is replenished 
by tax collections at the end of the 
year. 

The plan is designed to avoid con- 
flict with the constitutional prohi- 
bition against the State borrowing 
money except by bond issues ap- 
proved in an election, through the 
bank making payments on vouch- 
ers or “jackets” for payroll accounts 
and unemployment relief disburse- 
ments and holding these accounts 
until the general revenue fund is in 
condition to pay them. 

The bank will be compensated at 
an interes trate of 2% per cent a 
year. Instead of. this interest be- 
ing paid directly by the State in 
cash, the amount of interest will be 
credited as an offset, against inter- 
est due the State on its deposit in 
the bank. That interest rate, under 
the bank’s depository contract, is 
46-100 of 1 per eent a year. 

The Central Missouri Trust Co. 
holds a contract for four-eightieths 
of the State deposits and about 
$500,000 of State funds now on de- 
posit in the bank. | 

The State now has about §$12,- 
000,000 on deposit in the various 
banks which hold State depository 
contracts. Of this amount, only 
about $40,000 is general revenue 
money.

Prospects Said to Be Bright. 

“All non-political sectors are col- 
laborating with the Government in 
an effort to bring about a harmo- 
nious solution, the prospects for 
which are bright,” the President 
told the foreign correspondents. 

“The Menocalistas, the Mendietis- 
tas and the ABC are studying va- 
rious proposals and will present 
their solution this afternoon, at 
which time I am most sure that an 
agreement will be reached.” 

Commenting on his interview with 
United States Ambassador Sumner 
Welles, Grau San Martin said that 
the talk was “most cordial” and 
that it had resulted in reaffirma-, 
tion of the “good feeling between 
the two nations and their peoples.” 
He said that he recognized Welles’ 
“high motives toward Cuba.” 

The purpose of the present Gov- 
ernment, Grau San Martin con- 
tinued, is “to lead the country non- 
politically until the Constitution As- 
sembly has been held, after which 
all political tendencies can express 
themselves.” \ 

He voiced the opinion that this 
task could be carried out in less 
than a year, possibly in six months. 

“The labor problem. and the prob- 
lem of hunger will be resolved with 
the help of the Government and the 
army,” he continued. “The prob- 
lem of strikes is bettering momen- 
tarily. Our economic difficulties 
will be less pressing immedtately 
after political stability returns.”

COTTON DEAL WITH U.S. 


International Banker Negotiat- 
ing for 3,000,000 Bales 
Using Wheat Formula. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORE, Sépt. 18.—B.-Coles 
Neidecker, American international 
banker with headquarters in Paris, 
will arrive Wednesday to negotiate 


purchase by French interests of 
$38,000,000 bales of cotton. 

His associates sald yesterday he 
would go directly to Washington to 
complete the negotiations. 

The credit arrangements under 
discussion for the cotton deal are 
based partly on the wheat formula 
used by Neidecker when he repre- 
sented a grain cartel in purchasing 
50,000,000 bushels of wheat from the 
Federal Farm Board two years ago. 

The basic features of the wheat 
credit formula were intergovern- 
mental credits and an exchange of 
foreign commodities for American 
wheat. 

Neidecker, who initiated the 
Franco-American cotton deal, has 
been prominently identified with in- 
ter-governmental commodity nego- 
tiations. After serving in the 
American aviation force during the 
war, he became a member of the 
United States relief commission to 
Poland. 

He founded the Travelers’ Bank 
of Paris in 1921 and Neidecker & 
Cie in 1926, and in succeeding years 
has been active in international 
credit operations. 

His organization activities includ- 
ed the International Commodities 
Trading Corporation, the European 
Grain Cartel, the Amsterdam Trad- 
ing Corporation and the American 
and Foreign Discount Corporation. 

During his stay in America, Nei- 
decker plans to make a study of 
the workings of the NRA.

Labor disputes will be referred 
to whatever mediation groups the 
operators and miners choose to 
name. 

Wage rates for Alabama and 
Kentucky, which the President 
would fix under the code accepted 
by the industry Saturday night, stil] 
are being studied. 

Acceptance of the code by the 
majority of operators came about 
48 hours after Roosevelt had given 
the mine owners 2 hours in which 
to compose their differences after 
weeks of discussion. 

Fair Price Provision. 

Authorization for operators to 
combine and fix prices for their 
product is contained in the code. 

The fixing of prices is expected 
to be done througt marketing 
agencies. The prices would be sub- 
ject to approval by the members 
of regional administrative bodies. 

The code says: “The selling of 
coal under a fair market price 
(necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of the National (Industrial 
Recovery Act, to pay the minimum 
rates herein established and to 
furnish employment for labor) is 
hereby declared to be an unfair 
competitive practice and in viola- 
tion of this code. 

“In order to determine the fair 
market price, agencies shall be es- 
tablished ... and sales of coal at 
any time at a price less than a 
fair market price determined and 
published. . . . shall create against 
any person selling at a lower price 
a prima facie presumption that 
such a person is engaged in de 
structive price cutting and unfair 
competition. It shall be proper in 
determining such fair market price 
to take into consideration, in ad- 
dition to the matters above set 
forth, also competition with other 
coals, fuels and forms of energy 
or heat production.” 

Although a few operators have 
yet to sign the code, Johnson de- 
scribed it as a “code for the Unit- 
ed States,” meaning that non-sign- 
ers were just as much subject to 
its provisions as the operators who 
have signed. 


Strikers Wait on Signing and Ac- 
tion of Frick Company. 

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Sept. 18—

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WOMAN, GUIDE 
AND MILLIONAIRE 
DROWN IN LAKE 


H. H. Bigelow, Head of 
St. Paul Printing Firm, 
One of Three Who Lose 
Lives in Minnesota.

ELY, Minn., Sept. 18.—Mill Han- 
senn, Deputy Game Warden at 
Winton, Minn., ssid today H. H. 
Bigelow, president of a St. Paul 
printing firm; an _ unidentified 
woman and Howard Schaeffer 
of Ely, a guide, were drowned in 
Basswood Lake, north of here. 
Hansenn said the three had been 
on a 10-day canoe trip and were 
drowned when their canoe over 
turned. The craft and provisions 
were found floating near the shore 
of the lake yesterday. 

A searching party went to the 
lake today to hunt for the bodies. 
Herbert H. Bigelow, millionaire 
head of a St. Paul specialty print- 
ing firm, pleaded guilty in 1924 to 
charges of defrauding the Govern- 
ment of income taxes. Fines total- 
ing $40,000 and $148,000 in taxes due 
were paid by Bigelow and two as- 
sociates in Brown & Bigelow, and 
Bigelow was sentenced to two years 
in prison. 

When Bigelow entered Leaven- 
worth penitentiary he was assigned 
as assistant to the prison electri- 
cian, a convict. He had had some 
experience in practical electricity, 
and his prison service was effici- 
ent. In addition to helping in re- 
pairs at the prison proper, he 
worked on a telephone and lighting 
system at the prison farm. 
Bigelow will be remembered by 
hundreds of Federal prisoners, past 
and present, as the “Santa Claus” 
at Leavenworth at Christmas, 
1924. He ordered 800 boxes of can- 
dy, each containing two and a half 
pounds of choicest chocolates, and 
distributed them to convicts who 
otherwise would have gone unre- 
membered. “There are a lot of poor 
devils here whom the world lis 
forgotten,” eh explained. 

From his St. Paul printing plant 
the millionaire convict obtained 
1400 calendars, without advertising, 
and on Christmas one was hung 
in each cell in the prison. More than 
500 books he received during his 
confinement were given to the 
prison library. 

Bigelow was released on parole 
in April, 1925, after completing 
eight months, the minimum period, 
of his term. He had been a mode! 
prisoner, and his release was rec- 
ommended by the Parole Board 


after a hearing.

The 140 passengers, 
huddled in the lounge because most 
of their cabins were anklie-deep in 
water, were badly in need of cheer- 
ing up. 

Gwendolyn Taylor, a young wo- 
man from Philadelphia, stepped 
into the breach. Seating herself at 
the piano, she played and sang for 
hours to the panic-stricken pas- 
sengers. 

“I thought I ought to do some- 
thing,” she explained today, “and 
the only thing I could do was play. 
so I played. I sang, too, only cheer- 
ful things. I think some of the 
women wanted to hear hymns, but 


I thought they needed jazz more. 
Some of them joined in the singing 
and some of them continued to 
ray.” 

The Morro Castle, which left Ha- 
vana Wednesday, attempted to out- 
race the hurricane, but was pre- 
vented from doing so when the ship 
ran into a bad storm coming from 
the opposite direction.

“The first thing I did was take off 
my socks, because they were wet. 
I put them up against my body to 
dry, and rubbed my feet with rags 
I found by feeling around the cel- 
lar. But I lost my socks and I 
was barefooted for two or three 
days until the kidnapers brought 
me some, and a pair of old shoes.” 
Luer’s story of his five-day cap- 
tivity in the cellar was as he told 
it at the time of his return. Sand- 
wiches were taken to him from 
time to time and laid on the floor, 
where the blindfceided man found 
them by groping around. Twice his 
blindfold was !tifted to allow him to 
write notes to his family, but on 
those occasions he was told not to 
look around, and saw no one. 


Insects Crawl Across Face. 
Without outward show of emo- 
tion Luer told how his stay in the 
cellar on the Musiala farm was 
made miserable by insects which 


infested the hole, fleas, gnats and 
bugs about two inches long which 
crawled across his face and body 
when he tried to sleep. 
Finally, he said, one of the kid- 
| napers came to the cellar and called 
*down “How are you, all right?” 

| “T said ‘yes,’” Luer continued. 
“He said, ‘Well, we’re going to turn 
you loose. It’s Sunday now and 
by the time the ransom business is 
straightened out it’ll be Monday or 
Tuesday.

Positive About Farm. 


Luer had been released north 
of Highway 40 at the foot of the 
Collinsville bluffs.

State’s Attorney in Opening Tells 
of Plotting and Seizure. 

A dramatic accou..t of the Luer 
kidnaping and of months of plot- 
ting, which the State charges led 
up to commission of the crime, was 
given by State’s Attorney Geers in 
his opening statement to the jury. 
Geers declared that the first plans 
for a kidnaping were made by Fitz- 
gerald, O’Malley and Norvell in 
December, 1932, although Luer was 
not settled upon as their victim 
until later. _ 

“As one of their first stepr they 
went out to the farm near Eagle 
Park of Mike Musiala,” the State’s 
Attorney said. “They told him they 
planned to hide a kidnap victim on 
Musiala’s place but they were not 
satisfied with the cellar that Mike 
showed them. So Mike promised to 
fix up another place. 

“Musiala said he would dig a hole 
under his tool shed for a hideout, 
and it was there, as events will 
show, that the elderly Mr. Luer 
was held five days and rights after 
he had been kidnaped. Mike was 
slow digging that hole, as we shall 
show. He had company at his house 
quite a lot and couldn’t work on it, 
but finally it was completed. The 
kidnapers told him to hurry several 
times before it was finally ready. 

Kidnapers’ First Plan: 

“The kidnapers took Gracie 
Adams (now a fugitive) into their 
counsels. First they planned to 
kidnap Mr. Levis (Parker Levis) 
of the Owens-Illinois Glass Co. 
They kept him under surveillance 
for several days but finally 
dropped the plan. 

“That occurred after the kidnap- 
ers had also taken in with them 
Charles and Lillian Chessen of East 
Alton. They were driving through 
Alton with the Chessens plotting 
against Mr. Levis, when they passed 
the Luer home. 

“The State will show that as they 
passed, Mrs. Chessen pointed to the 
home of Mr. Luer and said sudden- 
ly. “‘There’s the best bet in Alton. 
Why didn’t I think of him before?’ 
and that thereafter they began to 
plot to kidnap Luer. 

' “They watched the house con- 
stantly, observed the movements of 
the policemen on the beat. Mean- 
while Norvell had gone to Christ 
Nicola Gitcho. Gitcho had a fire- 
ruined building in Granite City, 
They prepared it as a hideout to be 
used for Mr. Luer... Gitcho even got 
a cot for the old gentleman to rest 
on—if he could rest.” 

Geers then declared the defend- 
ants tried to kidnap Luer for sev- 
eral nights before finally they were 
successful on the night of July 10. 
On each of the preceding visits they 
found guests at the Luer home, he 
declared, except on the night of 
July 9, when the kidnaping had to 
be postponed a day because Fitz- 
gerald was busy about another 
matter. 

The prosecutor painted a graphic 
scene at the Luer home when the 
kidnapers entered the house—Luer 
sitting at the radio listening to 
Amos and Andy and Mrs. Luer play- 
ing solitaire.

Built ‘‘Bathroom” With 
Tables and Chairs and 
Took Turns Tumbling 
From ‘Tub,’ Member Says

SAN JOSE, Cal., Sept. 18,+-De- 
fense attorneys Edwin M. Rea and 
Maurice Rankin will begin their 
fight for David Lamson’s life by 
asking for a new trial when he ap- 
pears in court tomorrow to hear 
himself condemned to hang for the 
murder of his wife, Allene. No oth- 
er’ sentence is possible under the 
verdict Saturday night of the jury 
of sevén men and five women. 

While Lamson continued his fight, 
his 2%-year-old daughter, Allene 
Genevive, was to be the subject of a 
contest for her custody. Frank C. 
Thorpe of Lamar, Mo., brother of 
Mrs. Lamson, said he would insti- 
tute such a suit, possibly today. 

Lamson’stjailers said he insisted 
he was innocent, but declared he 
was glad the penalty had been set 
at death rather than life imprison- 
ment, “because with Allene gone 
there is nothing for me to live for.” 

They said he declared he fought 
the case not just to save his life, 
but to clear his name for the sake 
of his daughter and his mother and 
sisters. 

“If it weren’t for my baby and 
my family,” they said he declared, 
“I'd go to the gallows without a 
word of protest.” 

The San Francisco Examiner, in 
a copyrighted article, says members 
of the jury which convicted Lam- 
son tried falling against furniture 
to test the defense accident theory. 

The article, under the signature 
of George H. Hegerich, a member 
of the jury, said one member “held 
out” at first for the possibility that 
Lamson’s wife may have fallen, as 
the defense contended, in the bath- 
room of the Stanford campus home. 

“To try this out,” the article said, 

“we constructed a ‘bathroom’ in the 
jury room with chairs and desks. 
That was why we asked for maps 
and charts of the Lamson home 
and the big picture of Mrs. Lam- 
son’s body in the tub. We wanted 
to build our ‘bathroom’ as close as 
we could to the one in the Lamson 
house. * 
“Then all of us tried to fall out 
of that tub in some way so that 
we could hit our heads on a wash 
bowl hard enough to dash our 
brains out. I was one of the actors 
and I am black and blue all over 
from falling in various ridiculous 
positions.” 


Luer continued to cry out and orfe 
‘of the men im the car with him 
said, ‘Let’s chloroform him.’ Mr. 
Luer pleaded with them not to do 
that, and finally was silent.” 

In Gitcho’s building, the State’s 
Attorney continued, Fitzgerald was 
left to guard Luer, who had been 
blindfolded, but during the first 
hour of the banker’s captivity a vis- 
itor went to the abandoned build- 
ing, observing a light there. Fitz- 
gerald, he said, held the visitor at 
the point of a revolver and called 
Norvel, who promptly had Luer re- 
moved to the Musiala place. 
There, in the tiny cellar under 
the tool shed, he was held five days 
and five nights while the kidnapers 
made several unsuccessful efforts to 
collect $50,000 ransom from him. He 
was finally turned out when the ne- 
gotiations failed. 

Randol Norvell dro--e the kidnap- 
ers’ car under threat of death, his 
attorney, Frank Tunnel, told the 
jury in an opening statement. He 
described Norvell as a family man, 
with a wife and two children, “who 
was compelled to drive that car, 
with a gun pointed at him.” Tun- 
nel said his client tried three times 
to wreck the machine during the 
ride from the Luer home. 

Manuel Wiseman, counsel for 
Fitzgerald, briefly stated that the 
defendant was 40 years old, “the

GOLD HOLDERS’ TIME LIMIT 
WILL EXPIRE AT MIDNIGHT 


Treasury Announces It Will Con- 
sider Requests in Circumstances 
Beyond Individuals’ Control. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—With 
the time limit for filing returns by 
gold ‘holders expiring at midnight 
tonight, the Treasury announces it 
will consider requests for exten- 
sions from individuals unable to 
comply because of circumstances 
beyond their control. 

An official of the department ex- 
plained, meanwhile, that no relaxa- 
tion was intended of regulations 
issued under President Roosevelt's 
executive order of Aug. 28 requiring 
all persons holdin-, more than $100 


to report to the Government. 

However, if a holder has valid 
reasons for postponing the filing 
of his return and no attempted 
evasion of the President's order is 
involved, his case will be given 
every consideration. 

After the return has been filed, 
the gold holder is given a period 
of two weeks in which to divest 
himself of his holdings.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Unfair 
practices in making allowances for 
used cars were described today to 
the Recovery Administration as the 
center of virtually all the trade 
evils in the automobile retail in- 
dustry. - 
The statement was made by 
F. W. A. Vesper of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, at a hearing 
on the automobile retailers’ code. 
Saying the association had at- 
tempted to reach an equitable basis 
upon which dealers would accept 
used automobiles in trade, he 
added: 
“Most all unfair trade practiced 
in this trade are grouped around 
this evil, and it is the purpose of 
our trade regulation to eliminate 
all the known forms of such un- 
fair practices which have destroyed 
the business profits of dealers.”

He 
added that the trade agrees under 
the code to pay a minimum figure 
as a drawing account each week, 
even though there have not been 
any sales, as a means of rectifying 
injustices. 

Vesper testified to Robert W. 
Lea, deputy administrator, that the 
total number of individual concerns 
in the trade is 32,000. He quoted 
Census Bureau figures for 1929, the 
latest full year available, that, 
through the salesrooms of his 
group a total of $5,216,006,695 of 
new and used automobiles changed 
hands. 

Urging that the Administration 
ppprove the provisions for a maxi- 
mum 48-hour week, the association 
president pointed out that employ- 
ment for many mechanics and other 
workers of the trade fluctuates to 
a large degree. 

“We must depend entirely for 
employment of our men on te 
work that is brought to us by the 
public,” he said. “This can not be 
determined in advance and as a 
consequence we have peaks and 
valleys at unexpected times, gov- 
erned, of course, in certain sections 
by climatic conditions.” 

A demand that the “merit clause” 
for employes be stricken from the 
code was made by Dr. Lawrence 
Seltzer of the College of Liberal 
Arts of the City of Detroit, the 
Labor advisor for the trade. 

The clause, identical to that in- 
corporated in the code for the auto- 
mobile manufacturers, provides that 
employers may hire and discharge 
workers without regard to union 
affiliation. 

“Either this clause is meaning» 
less and has no place in the code 
or else it does attempt to qualify 
the collective bargaining rights 
guaranteed in the Recovery Act,” 
Dr. Seltzer said. “At any «rate, it 
is a direct challenge to the rights 
of labor benefits guaranteed by the 
National Recovery Act.” 

Dr. Seltzer also demanded that 
the maximum hours be cut from 48 
to 40 per week, and that in event 
of emergency in no case should 
an employe work more than 48 
hours and then receive time and a 
half pay.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 18.—Gates 
Halfin, owner of the National Pet 
Shop, 3101 Olive street, St. Louis, 
is thoroughly dissatisfied with the 
proposed code of fair competition 
submitted by the Bird Breeders of 
America, with headquarters in Los 
Angeles, and minces no words in 
telling them so. A copy of his let- 
ter has been forwarded to NRA 
headquarters. 

In the first place, Halfin never 
heard of the Bird Breeders of 
America before, and thinks he 
would have heard of it if it 
amounted to much. In the second 
place, he considers that the pro- 
posed code contains Communistic 
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een. 


thoughts and is violative of the 
principles of American citizenship; 
in the third place, he will never 


give his support to any embar 
on canaries. ’ 


“Let me say that I do not under- 
stand your letter head—‘representa- 
tive of the entire pet industry,’” 
he wrote. “You are a stranger to 
me, in my belief, and likewise a 
stranger to all the large distrib- 
utors who employ men at salaries

Mine 
mum prices have been worked out 
in the agricultural field by the de- 
termination of supply and demand. 

“Number six is taking in a whole 
lot of territory. Number seven is 
a problem that the wisest minds 

in America have not yet been able 
to solve. Number eight is a Com- 
munistic thought, especially when 
it does not state quantities. 

“An embargo, or closed wall, on 
any industry in any great country 
like the United States means the 
end of that industry, and when you 
think it over, and when. you rea- 
son in ‘all common sense, you will 
come to the conclusion that while 
I have been brutally frank, it is in 
the spirit of friendship, that I am 
trying to advise you, that I am 
trying ‘to make you understand that 
the problems of the bird industry 
must be solved by a_ proposition 
that reaches to the foundation of 

, an industry that should not be cru- 
cified, but you may rest assured 
that when you fellows come to 
your senses, and realize that the 
best houses in America are not go- 
ing to close up to a misunderstand- 
ing through silly reasoning of a few 
small breeders who get together 
one of the most unreasonable codes 
of any industry that I have ever 
read in my experience, and I as- 
sure you I am past 50. I have been 
in the bird business a long time, 
and many think I have reached the 
top of the pile. 

“It isn’t the intention, or the 
purpose, of tr “resent administra- 
tion that one class shall take ad- 
vantage nor profit out of the blood 
of others. The real purpose is to 


clarify the situation, create more 


work, and have a kinder, friendlier, 
more humane feeling toward each 
other. 

“At this point let me add that it 
was the California bird breeders 
who first wrecked the parakeet 
market; it was the California bird 
breeders that first started the war 
on prices, quoting on finches. In 
a court of equity men must go in 
with clean hands. The fact that a 
man doesn’t wear a necktie doesn’t 
exclude him from the privilege of 
visiting a show, having his dinner 
in restaurants, or saying howdy-do 
to other people. 

“I would add that I appreciate 
your efforts in at least making a 
start, in at least suggesting, but I 
object to the heading of your let- 
terhead. It is not representative 
of the entire industry. But an em- 
bargo on birds, I have no intention 
of sanctioning, because this is 
America, it’s a free country, and 
the opportunities are for all, not 
for a few. 

“I want you to take this letter 
in the spirit in which it is written. 
I want to assure you that though I 
have been brutally frank, at least 
I have been honest in the way I 
think, in fairness to all.” e 

It probably will be some time be- 
fore Gen. Johnson and his assist- 
ants get around to the problems of 
the bird industry, but Halfin has 
been assured that all interested 
parties will get a fair hearing.

Only 66 Pct. of Average Rain- 
fall—Drouth Severest About 
St. Louis. 


Unusual variation in summer 
rainfall throughout Missouri, rang- 
ing from. 1.69 inches at St. Charles 


to 16.36 inches at Gallatin, in 
Daviess County, was recorded by 
the Weather Bureau through 119 
sub-stations. 

Although normal rainfall for the 
state during June, July and August 
is 12.38 inches the average for the 
three months was only 8.12 inches, 
or about 66 per cent of normal. 
The dryest area was in this vicin- 
ity. In St. Louis the total rainfall 
was 5.38 inches, as compared with 
a normeal fall of 9.79, but 3.72 of 
the season’s rainfall occurred in 
two hours on July 23. The rainfall 
of last Thursday, when half an 
inch fell, was the heaviest rainfall 
since May 25, with the exceptions 
of July 23. At Lambert-St. Louis 
flying field the rainfall for the 
three months was 2.49.

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How to write

| Misunderstanding an a 
That Employer Can Clear 
Up Situation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Here 
is a summation by the NRA of the 
instructions from Hugh 8. John- 
son, Industrial Administrator, to 
guide local compliance boards in 
enforcing the Blue Eagle campaign: 
“As most violations grow out of 
misunderstanding rather than flat 
refusal to co-operate, when an em- 
ployer is notified that a complaint 
has been filed against him, the 
whole tone of the notification 
should be that of assuming that the 
employer is complying and that 
the complaint is due to some mis- 


understanding which the employer 
can clear up by explaining the situ- 
ation to a representative of the 
board. 

“Particular emphasis is placed 
on the rule that no publicity of any 
kind should be given to the fact 
that an employer has had a com- 
plaint lodged against him. 

“Throughout all proceedings, as 
provided for under the regulations, 
the employer is to be given every 
opportunity to see the error of his 
ways or to explain his side of the 
question. 

“Cognizance is taken of many 
cases where employers are under 
the misapprehension that they have 
received a stay of provisions grant- 
ed them by NRA. 

“If it would be a serious injus- 
tice to reverse this unauthorized 
approval, much weight should be 
given to this fact. 


Conduct of the Board. 


“The conduct of the board to- 
ward an employer is summed up 
as follows: 

“Although the employer may be 
represented by counsel, if he so de- 
sires, there is no necessity for this. 
The employer may not be forced 
to answer questions. In fact, it 
should not be found fiecessary to 
ask any questions except as an aid 
to the employer in making his vol- 
untary statement. No questions 
should be asked except those strict- 
ly necessary to determine whether 
or not the employer is complying. 
This hearing should not be taken 
advantage of as an opportunity to 
pry into a man’s business. The 
board has no power to compel the 
attendance or examination of wit- 
nesses, or to compel a submission of 
books or other papers to the board. 
If the employer takes the position 
of ‘standing on his constitutional 
rights’ or ‘refusing to answer ques- 
tions because they might tend to 
incriminate him,’ it should be ex- 
plained to him by the legal mem- 
ber that the President’s, re-employ- 
ment agreement is not a statute 
to be enforced by law, but a volun- 
tary individual covenant. 

“Tt should be assumed that, if the 


‘| employer is acting within the spirit 


of the agreement, he will be ready 
and willing to come forward with 
a frank statement of his position in 
order to clear up any misunder- 
standing. However, it should be 
explained further, that a refusal to 
answer a question will be consid- 
ered contrary to the spirit of the 
agreement if the answer to the 
question would determine whether 
or not the employer is complying. 
Such a refusal should be noted by 
the board in making its report to 
NRA. 

“No exceptions from paragraphs 
1, ? 10 or 13 of the President's 
agreement may be approved and 
no exception from or statement of 
an interpretation or understanding 
of section 7 (a) or section 10 (b) 
of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act may be approved. 

. (Paragraph 1 is provision against 
child labor, 2 is provision as to 
hours of work for employes, 10 pro- 
vides for patronizing establishments 
which have signed NRA agreement 
and 13 is provision for change to 
permanent code when approved. 
Section 7 (a) refers to right of em- 
ployes to organize and bargain col- 
lectively and Section 10 (B) to the 
President’s right to cancel or mod- 
ify any order, approval, license, 
rule or regulation.) 

“If the board finds by unanimous 


|vote that the petition (for an ex- 


ception) is justified by the facts, it 
should be approved and the peti- 
tioner informed of this fact. If the 
board finds by unanimous vote that 
the petition is not justified by the 
facts, it should be disapproved and 
the petitioner informed of this fact. 


When Board Is Divided. 


“Where the board is unable to 
reach a unanimous agreement, the 
petition with majority and minority 
reports from the board should be 
forwarded to the secretary of the 
District Recovery Board for final 
action. The regulations provide for 
an appeal to Washington from a 
district board’s decision. 

“Section 3 deals with petitions for 
permission to operate under a un- 
ion contract for hours longer than 
the maximum under the President’s 
re-employment code. The board,

FRANCIS Fi. SISSON, 
BANKER, DIES AT 62 


Guaranty Trust Co. Vice-Pres- 
dent Began as Editor 
at Galesburg, Ill. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Francis 
H. Sisson, vice-president of the 


Guaranty Trust Co. and until this 
month president of the American 
Bankers’ Association, died yester- 
day at his home in Yonkers. He 
was 62 years old. A 

Sisson, long prominent in finan- 
cial circles, had been ill only four 
days of heart disease. 

Before he entered the banking 
profession, he was associated in 
publishing and advertising interests. 
He edited a newspaper at Gales- 
burg, Ill, where he was born June 
14, 1871, and also was editor and 
publisher of the Peoria _ (IIL) 
Transcript. 

After turning to banking, he 
headed the Committee on Public 
Relations and Advertising of the 
Guaranty Trust Co. He organized 
and was chairman of the Public 
Relations Committee of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association and 
headed the association’s trust divi- 
sion. 

He was elected president of the 
organization Oct. 6, 1932, relin- 
quishing that post this month at. 
the annual convention in Chicago. 

Many Activities. 

For several years Sisson was iden- 
tified with railroad activities, serv- 
ing as assistant chairman of the 
Advisory Committee of the Associa- 
tion of Railroad Executives. 

Foreign affairs and international 
relations constituted his principal 
outside interests. He was a mem- 
ber of the American Economic As- 
sociation and of the Academy of 
Political Science and was a direc- 
tor of the League for Political Edu- 
cation. 

For many years he was chairman 
of the Finance and Currency Com- 
mittee and the Executive Commit- 
tee of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce. He was on the board of the 
Advertising Federation of America 
and on the court of arbitration of 
the Arbitration Society of America. 

He served several terms as na- 


Pi fraternity, which he joined as a 
student at Knox College. He also 
attended Harvard and was a mem- 
ber of Phi Beta Kappa, honorary 
scholastic fraternity. 

Received Belgian Decoration. 

Knox College gave him an hon- 
orary doctor of laws degree in 
1921. King Albert of Belgium, rec- 
ognizing his services during the 
World War, made him a chevalier 
of the Order of the Crown. 

His widow, Mrs. Grace Lass Sis- 
son, survives.

“No Room in U. S. for Any Other Movement” 
of Workers, He Declares—Will Push 
Organization Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The 
declaratio that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor intends to organize 
all\workers and that “there is no 
room in the United States for any 
other Labor movement” was issued 
by William Green, president of the 
Federation, yesterday. 

Green discussed the outlook for 
the national Federation convention, 
opening here Oct. 2, and said “im- 
portant revelations” would be made 
then. 

The Executive Council, he con- 
tinued, has prepared its annual re- 
port, which will make clear “that 
the American Federation of Labor 
is going to organize the unorgan- 
ized.” 

“It is not going to be stopped in 
its energetic and sweeping cam- 
paign to bring workers into unions 
throughout the Nation,” he added. 

Room for One Movement. 

“It is going to continue to be, as 
it has been for more than half a 
century, the recognized, all-embrac- 
ing spokesman for American labor. 
That means there is no room in the 
United States for any other Labor 
movement.” 

Announcing that the “the voice 
of Iabor.«will be heard on every 
vital public issue,” Green summed 
up the objectives of the conven- 
tion as follows: 

“Our main attention will be cen- 
tered upon the Recovery Act in an 
effort to strengthen its operation 
so as to produce more employment 
and more purchasing power. We 
shall be able to secure a better 
measure of results by the time our 
covention opens, because we shal] 
have reports through code authori- 
ties, not now available.. 

Upward Swing Started. 
“We have no unduly optimistic 


covery Act in terms of new employ- 
ment up to this time, but it is clear 
that the Recovéry Act is sound in 
principle, that it has started the 
Nation on the upward swing and 
that it must succeed, for the rea- 
son that its failure means a chaos 
that the Nation cannot stand. 

“Not only are we concerned as to 
reduction of work-hours per week 
to a level lower than the-average 
thus far fixed in codes, both tem- 
porary and permanent, and as to 
higher wage levels than the aver- 
age thus far established, but we are 
concerned. about the question of 
adequate representation of labor in 
machinery created under codes. 
Our convention may be expected to 
express itself emphatically on this 
question of representation and _ to 
demand that in all of the new ma- 
chinery of industrial Government 
labor be represented by men of its 
own choosing, as a matter of right 
and not as a matter of privilege. 
This is one of the fundamental is- 
sues of the whole present situation 
and one which cannot be regarded 
as settled unless it is settled. 

Comparison With 1778. 

“In the matter of the creation of 
proper industrial government we 
are now about where the American 
colonies were in the creation of 
political Government in 1778. But 
just as surely as our political Gov- 
ernment became responsive to the 
will of the people through the 
creation of democratic machinery 
and universal franchise, so_ this 
present contest will be settled in 
favor of the masses of the people.

Columbia U. Dean Points 

to Roosevelt Administra- 
‘ tion’s Power Over Radio 
and Movies.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Dean 
Carl W. Ackerman of the Columbia 
School of Journalism said today in 
his annual report it was indispen- 
sable to the public welfare that the 
news and editorial columns of the 
press be free to record and inter- 


pret or comment on the facts, as 
well as to print what is inspired or 
requested by “earnest and devoted 
public officials.” 

The report was submitted to 
President Nicholas Murray Butler 
of Columbia University. 

“At no time in the history of the, 
United States has the education of 
the public in national and interna- 
tional affairs been so essential as 
during the recent period of depres- 
sion and the present cycle of recon- 
struction,” Dean Ackerman stated. 
“As the press is the chief impar- 
tial and uncontrolled agency for the 
distribution of information, its re- 
sponsibilities are evident.” 

The public, said the dean, contin- 
ued to buy and read newspapers 
during the depression, “although. de- 
prived of many necessities.” 

“Public Emotion Stimulated.” 

“With the Reosevelt administra- 
tion in a position to control the 
radio; with an almost equal power 
over the motion pictures, and with 
public emotion stimulated to such 
a tense state that public meetings 
must of necessity reflect the spirit 
as well as the letter of inspired 
Government propaganda, the only 
possibility of the United States es- 
caping a dictatorship was inherent 
in the fight of the profession of 
journalism for public recognition of 
the freedom of the press. . . 

“If the newspapers of the world 
were free to report and interpret 
affairs in their respective coun- 
tries, there would be less cause for 
concern over recent developments 
in the United States. But the his- 
tory of Russia and Italy and the 
recent course of affairs in Germa- 
ny and Japan establish the fact 
that once the press is controlled, all 
institutions which function in the 
fields of liberty lose their rights 
and their heritage and individual 
liberty of thought and action dis- 
appear entirely... .- 

“Editorial Courage Needed.”

Editorial courage is needed. Knowl- 
edge and understanding must be 
included. Responsibility for the 
public effect of the printed word is 
imperative, but above all—courage. 

Declaring the series of negotia- 
tions between Hugh S. Johnson, 
National Recovery Administrator, 
and representatives of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion constituted an event of trans- 
cendent significance in journalism, 
Ackerman said:

Under orders of the Government, 
millions of Chinese are said to have 
repeated a prescribed oath: “I swear 
to avenge this humiliation.”

Places of amusement were closed. 

In some respects the country was 
in mourning. Business, however, 
was not interrupted, for the Gov- 
ernment had decreed that “produc- 
tion must be maintained.” 

Japanese Goods Burned. 

In Nanking, the capital, the day 
was signalized by the public burn- 
ing of Japanese goods seized by an 
anti-Japanese association. Vernac- 
ular newspapers urgéd the public to 
“remember Japanese aggression and 
prepare for more.”

They 
complain that it is unwieldy; that it is preventing 
sorely needed refinancing: that it is hampering the 
legitimate operations of reputable investment com- 
panies; that great numbets of defaults and bankrupt- 
cies will ensue if the act is not modified by Congress. 
Various specific objections have been raised. The 


financial journals contain fists of what different se- 
curities dealers regard as needed changes in the new 


sion which makes the seller of the security re 
sponsible before the law for what he sells. Not only 
may the buyer sue to recover losses incurred 
through misrepresentation, but the seller is subject 
to criminal prosecution in the Federal Courts. Proved 
guilt is punishable by a fine to $5000 or imprison- 
ment to five years or both. : : 

It should be unnecessary to remind either the peo- 
ple or the dealers in stocks and bonds of what 
brought on this epoch-making law. The great pro- 
moted orgy of securities buying and selling is fresh 
in the minds of both.. Hundreds of thousands of in- 
vestors, both large and small, lost savings because of 
the unbridled manner in which so-called securities 
were marketed during the past 10 years. 
No one will ever know how much money was lost, 
but it has been estimated that the toll of false, care- 
less or incomplete representation of pertinent facts 
during the decade is upwards of 25 billions. Those 
who gambled with other people’s money had free 
rein. They diverted great sums of capital from 
legitimate enterprises to worthless undertakings and 
by so doing contributed mightily to the national 
calamity from which we are only now recovering. 
The political overturn of last November was a 
mandate from the people for a New Deal in many 
respects, and one of them was in the field of invest- 
ment promotion and banking. President Roosevelt 
properly took his election as such. He delivered his 
inaugural with the closed banks of the nation stand- 
ing in mute but tragic testimony to the widespread 
distribution of worthless securities. He then said: 

Practices of the unscrupulous money changers 
stand indicted in the court of public opinion, re- 
jected in the hearts and minds of men... We 
require two safeguards against a return to the 
evils of the old order; there must be a strict 
supervision of all banking and credits and invest- 
ments; there must be an end to speculation with 
other people’s. money. 

The new administration made its first move to keep 
that pledge with the Truth-in-Securities Act. It was 
asked cf the special session by tlie President. Worked 
out with the informed counsel of Prof. Felix Frank- 
furter and Prof. James M. Landis of the Law School of 
Harvard University, it was passed by both houses of 
Congress with overwhelming majorities in May. 
When it became effective July 27, a new day dawned 
in the United States. On that day this country joined 
with Great Britain, France, Belgium and other coun-

tries which make it. a national policy to regulate 
the issuance of securities. We became one with the 
jenlightened government which could send Lord Kyl- 
sant, shipping magnate, to prison for falsification in 
a financia] statement presented to the public with an 
offer of securities. — 

The Truth-in-Securities Act has one primary pur- 
pose. That is to protect the public. Under it the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which is charged with en- 
forcement of the law, requires al] backers of security 
issues to give the pertinent facts and to stand good 
for them. It ill becomes corporation officers and se- 
curity dealers who so recently unloaded billions of 
dollars’ worth of spurious securities on unsuspect- 
ing investors to complain now that they cannot as- 
sume the liability demanded by law. They only 
set themselves in a more unfavorable light when they 
do so. 

The intent of the penalty clause is not to take 
great sums of money from the backers of security 
issues. It is to make a rule of telling the whole truth 
to investors, of placing not some but all the cards 
on the table. As Chairman Fletcher of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee says, directors 


the investors assuming all the risk. It is unthinkable 
that the operators of a business should themselves/ 
have no share in the stake involved. No prophetic 
insight is needed to see that they will be more careful 
in what they do if they are required to share the 
responsibility. 

The Truth-in-Securities Act has not yet been in 
operation two months. It has given financial dealers 
more work to do and they have not yet accustomed 
themselves to its requirements. For that matter, it 
is only natural that the act should bring about a 
check in financing. If it did not put an end to the 
flagrant issuance of misrepresented 
would fail completely to accomplish its purpose. 

In answer to protests against the act, Garland S. 
Ferguson Jr., a member of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission since 1927, has well stated its potential good. 
He says: 

While it has been correctly said of the act that 
it substitutes a-doctrine of caveat venditor for 
caveat emptor, the fact remains that by the exer- 
cise of good faith and reasonable diligence in the 
rendering of statements the caveat may, in prac- 
tice, be dispensed with entirely, so that neither 
the buyer nor the seller shall have reason to be- 
ware of the other. 

It may very well be that time and experience will 
demonstrate the need for changes in the law. Time 
and experience often do. It is too soon to judge. 
For all we know now, it may be that some parts of 
the act will need to be made more, rather than less, 
strict. 

Any assault on the major provisions of the Truth- 
in-Securities Act in the coming session of Congress 
should, and we are confident will, be promptly turned 
back. A Federal law which requires the telling of 
truth in the promotion and marketing of stocks and 
bonds is a social gain to be guarded. 


SECTION VII. 

So now we come to Section VII of the Recovery 
Act. There has been a lot of confusion about it, a 
lot of misunderstanding. The Industrial and Labor 
Boards, sitting en banc, have attempted to interpret 
it, or construe it, or translate it, or put it into new 
phraseology. There have been demands, unofficial 
and official, that the President clarify it. 
The President has ended the discussion. In his 
opinion, as reported, Section VII is plain English, 
and fair; nothing obscure or ambiguous in it. Ef- 
forts to explain it, he thinks, would merely muddle 
it further. If there is any genuine doubt:as to its 
meaning, that doubt should be resolved by a specific 
case. He proposes to await the test. That is his po- 
sition. His position, it seems to:us, is sound and 
tenable in every respect. It might be a good idea, at 
this point, to sit down and read Section VII. Here 
goes: 

Employes shall have the right to organize and 
bargain collegtively through representatives of 
their own ae (Isn't that clear?) 


and shall be\free from interference, restraint 
or coercion of employers of labor, or their 
agents, in the designation of such representa- 
tives or self-organization or in other concerted 
activities for the purpose of collective or other 
mutual aid or protection; (Isn’t that clear?) 

(2) no employes and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required, as a condition of em- 
ployment, to join any company union, or to re- 
frain from joining, organizing or assisting a 
labor organization of his own choosing; (Clear 
as a bell, wouldn’t you say?) 

and (3) employers shall comply with the 
maximum hours of labor. minimum rates of pay 
and other conditions of employment approved or 
prescribed by the President. 


There you are. There is the text of Section VII. 
The President -is right in saying it is “plain Eng- 
lish.” We doubt if Abraham Lincoln could state the

Nazis now are solidly established in Germany, and Hitler is “supreme idol” of masses, 
writer says; hence, he thinks, party will remain in power for a very long time; 
though economically weak, country is united and spiritually strong; sees little 
chance of modification in reactionary policies, particularly non-Aryan persecution. 


NUREMBERG, Germany. 
HE congress of the Nazi party, the great- 
Test demonstration of Nazi triumph and 
Nazi power, is over, and old Nuremberg 
in the gray morning is sweeping up the 
debris, meditating a little, perhaps, over the 
profits that it has garnered. 

At the great review, watching the endless 
undulating rhythm of receding brown caps, 
gray blanket rolls and knapsacks melting 
into gray-brown dimness along the main 
street, one could not help being reminded of 
that gray flood that Richard Harding Davis 
in this same month in 1914 saw rolling like 
a gray mist through Brussels by-day, at 
dusk and at dawn, and wondered what could 
stem such a tide. He did not live to know 
that the answer was 10,000,000 human lives. 

Well, one unescapable conclusion from 
what could be seen here in the last few days 
is that the tide is at flood again. A few 
flimsy barriers, the strongest of which 
seems to be economic, are holding back the 
waters, but who can tell what unexpected 
turbulence may sweep them all away?. 

All the talk here has been of peace, yet 
the whole atmosphere has been far 
from peace-loying or peace-making. Ger- 
many may still be economically weak, but 
she is again spiritually strong and wholly 
united in her strength. Her very economic 
needs might make that place in the sun, the 
necessity of which one heard so much about 
less than 20 years ago, more than ever 
worth risking something to win. 

This new Germany hopes for so very 
much and wants so very much. Even the 
few airplanes, the 10 small fast biplanes and 
five larger monoplanes, that have been kept 
hovering in formation so persistently the 
day long over the brown host have seemed 
to be there to advertise a very pressing Ger- 
man need. Germany’s leaders never cease to 
bewail her lack of airplanes for other than 
civil needs, although for what Germany 
needs them is never quite made plain. 
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A second unescapable and quite positive 
conclusion is that National Socialism as the 
supreme power in Germany is there to re- 
main for a very long time, barring one even- 
tuality alone. 

Anyone who dreams of an increasingly 
difficult economic situation forcing Hitler- 
ism out dn the coming hard winter should 
awaken quickly, for the reality no longer 
matches the dream, It will be a hard winter 
here, and for the wealthy as well as the 
poor. Indeed, it may be hardest for those 
once wealthy, should. the needs of the men 
who fill the Nazi ranks become greater. 
But the power, including the power of dis- 
tribution, will remain where it now is. 

It may also be a hard winter elsewhere 
in Europe, and those who dislike National 
Socialism, its intolerance, its cruelty to those 
it dislikes and its ruthless subordination of 
‘ancient principles of freedom, equality, and 
justice to political ends, may perchance 
count themselves fortunate if those charac- 
teristics—if the movement ‘itself—remain 
confined within the German borders. 

- The Nazi leaders emphatically do not be- 
lieve that their movement will be so con- 
fined. They see the rest of the world swing- 
ing to their viewpoint, rather than them-

Which leads to a third conclusion, tending 
with reluctance toward prophecy: There will 
be no moderation of Nazi policy in the direc- 
tion of greater liberality. The Nazis have as 
definitely done with liberality as with liber- 
alism. They find its reverse serves them 
better. Especially will there be no relenting 
in the Nazi hostility toward supposed ene- 
mies, and particularly toward the Jews. 
Aryanism is now the keystone of Nazi poli- 
cy, as all along it has been the principal 
tenet of Adolf Hitler’s personal faith. It is 
also in Germany the most popular of the 
Nazi principles and, of all thé Nazi tenden- 
cies, is the most warmly defended. 

Its corollary is persecution even to ex- 
termination—the word is the Nazi’s own—of 
the non-Aryans, if that can be accomplished 
without too great world disturbance. 

They are already held responsible for 
most of Germany’s present troubles, and as 
those troubles become intensified, even if 
by no agency of theirs, they will be blamed 
more. Should anything serious happen te 
any Nazi idol, of whom there are several, 
one hesitates to think what the conse- 
quences might be. 
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Hitler has become the supreme idol, not 
only of his own party, but of the great mass 
of the German people. Why, it would be 
difficult to explain. When he asserted the 
other day that a new election would give 
him five-sixths’ majority, he probably un- 
derstated the fact. 

In a state that has co-ordinated Protes- 
tantism and subordinated Catholicism, has 
raised the swastika to a level with the cross 
and has multiplied the swastikas so that 
one scarcely notices the crosses, he is popu- 
larly accepted as representing the nearest 
to an earthly divinity. Those about him 
may make mistakes, but in popular opinion 
the leader himself can do no wrong. 

His mysticism—it has been called mental 


incoherence—simplicity of life and almost 


fantastical earnestness seem to have struck 
some unsuspected chord of the German sus- 
ceptibility. The idolatry with which he is 
personally regarded would. be incredible 
except for the evidence of one’s own eyes. 
Any idea of a revolt against Hitler or a 
drive to displace him or oppose anything 
he might really want may be dismissed as 
the sheerest nonsense. Nazi-ism and Hitler 
are one and indivisible. | 
* Moreover, his most cynical subordinates 
so realize their leader’s irreplaceability as a 
popular attraction and his value as a pur- 
veyor of party benefits that they would 
fight for him for those reasons alone, even 
if their devotion were not the loyalty that 
he has always been able to command. 
These conclusions probably will not be 
pleasant to those who do not love National 
Socialism. Those who dislike the heel-click- 
ing and the pretense bombast of pseudo- 
militarism, who have experienced that de- 
mocracy that the Nazis trample in the dust 
and who believe in freedom, justice and fair- 
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yvelt to dominate democracy in 
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nesses and errors in every administra- 
tion’s programs. A man’s highest obliga- 
tion is to his own reason. “My country right 
or wrong” has always been a narrow con- 
ception; but if we aré asked to take a still 
narrower one, namely, “this administration 
right or wrong,” then there will be a ground- 
‘swell of opposition which will ultimately 
overwhelm it.

farm mortgages. 
“As a means of assisting and co- 
operating with the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration program for the re- 
financing of farm mortgages,” 
Chairman Jesse H. Jones of the 


corporation said, “The Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation has agreed 
to loan $150,000,000 to Federal land 
banks, to be secured by Consolidat- 
ed Federal Farm Loan 4 per cent 
bonds.” 
The $150,000,000 includes $35,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000 which the cor- 
poration previously agreed to ad- 
vance for the same purpose to the 
Federal Land Banks of St. Paul and 
Omaha, respectively. 
“The Farm Credit Administration 
program,” Jones said, “contemplates 


now held by either open or closed 
banks through the Federal land 
banks. 
“The refinancing of these farm 
mortgages will enable the Farm 
Credit Administration to improve 
the position of open banks whose 
working capital has been restricted 
because of heavy holdings of this 
character and speed liquidation of 
closed banks which are unable to 
realize on slow assets. 

“The program in either case will 
do much to restore the normal flow 
of cash and credit which has been 
handicapped through lack of nor- 
mal banking facilities.” 

Last week the Reconstruction 
Corporation announced a new cred- 
it policy whereby it would make 
available approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 for loans to banks and trust 
and mortgage companies for re- 
lending to NRA employers.

It is better to try to make the 
food sufficiently appetizing and va- 
ried, in semblance, at least, so that 
the child will relish it. Milk, for 
example, can be given in a number 
of ways, a touch of cocoa or choc: 
olate transforming it into a de- 
licious “chocolate drink.” 


How to Fill Jelly Glasses 

Fill jelly glasses two-thirds of an 
inch from the top. When the jelly 
has cooled cover it with melted 
parafin, tilting the glass of jelly 
so that the paraffin completely 
seals the product. The paraffin 
should be poured from a small tin 
cup or discarded tea pot. To pre- 
vent dust from collecting on the 
tops of the jelly glasses, the tops
